Washington, October 31.—Increases in 
the navy’s store of supplies to make 
possible the placing of the fleet upon 
a war basis at a few hours’ notice are 
urged by Rear Admiral Samuel Me- 
Gowan, paymaster general, in his an- 
nual report submitted today to Secre- 
tary Daniels. For the last four years, 
the admiral says, navy ship tonnage 
fit for active service has increased 30 
per cent, while there has been prac- 
tically no increase in the value of

It is composed 
of white slavers, perhaps, conterfeiters, 
swindlers, slayers—men convicted of all 
manner of crime—some of them sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment; some for 
most of their lives; others for short 
terms, but prisoners all, 

There is hardly a nationality that iz 
not represented in the orchestra, hardly 
a crime; hardly a sorrow that is not 
known to these men, and hardly a hope 
that is not fondly cherished by them. 
Yet were you to hear them under dif- 
ferent. circumstances it would be hard 
to distinguish their work from that of 
professionals. 

There is little doubt that the musi- 
cians enjoyed Sunday's performance 
more than their dudience. The prison, 
the atmosphere of restraint, the merci- 
less: bars and grim-visaged guards, re- 
pressed, to a degree, any spirit of light- 
heartedness that might have come in 
the hearts of the crowd. 

But the musicians! It was different. 
They filed in, smiling, eager. The 
prison, the windows, the guards, the 
deepening shades of twilight were not 
new to the musicians. But the oppor- 
tunity to play to 1,500 persons was un- 
usual, ani they enjoyed it thoroughly. 
Wilhoit, the leader, took his stand, 
tapped his baton, held his arms poised 
into the air, then signalled the opening 
strains. 

Thirty instruments broke fortn into 
The Light Cavalry“ overture to their 
program. The martial strains pené- 
trated all parts of the huge prison. A 
gale of applause arose from the 1,500 
at the finish Then -the orchestra 
launched into “The Blue Danube,” a 
Waltz tune that is endeared in as many 
hearts perhaps as The Rosary,” espe- 
cially the older persons who danced 
before the modern steps took rule. 

Howard Hobbs, a short term prisoner, 
rendered a cornet solo, The Evening 
Star,” from “Tannhouser,” and the sec- 
ond number in part two of the program 
were selections by the double quartet, 
men taken from the orchestra, wno 
were better musicians than singers, but 
who tried their best, and won greater 
applause than if they had been skilled 
in song. Their first was “Lead Kindly 
Light,“ and. their second was Good Fel- 
lows,” a drinking song that momenta- 
'rily instflled cheer into the hearts of 
even the lifers, for smiles spread to 


1 the face of each member of the orches- 


tra. 

With the prison’s interest stimulated 
in music, the federal prison authorities 
expect to accomplish much in the line 
of human uplift.

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* BUILDING FOREIGN TRADE. 
Since efforts were made, following the 
outbreak of war in Europe, to boost our 
trade with the South American republics, 
our exports to the countries of that conti- 
nent have practically doubled. They will, 
unquestionably, continue to grow while the 
war lasts because as time goes on the Latin- 
American republics will need more and more 
those classes of goods which they were in 
the habit of getting from Europe, and for 
which they find they must now come to us. 
The Washington Post calls striking at- 
tention to the growth of our export trade 


with South American nations: 


In June, 1915, for instance, the ex- 
ports of the United States to South 
America were valued at $13,744, aoe, as 
against $7,573,000 in June, 1914. In that 
one month the trade of the United States 
with Latin America virtually doubled. At 
that time the movement for increasing 
our trade with South and Central 
America had been under way about nine 
months, and since then there has been a 
corresponding increase. In one month of 
2 year, compared with the correspond- 

ing month of last year, exports of agri- 
cultural implements to Argentina 
doubled; sales of automobiles to South 
America as a whole also nearly doubled. 
A tenfold increase marked the ship- 
ments of bituminous coal to that sec- 
tion. A similar gain occUrred in the 
exports of steel rails. 


This all sounds very good, and the longer 
the European war continues the greater, 
undoubtedly, will be the increase in our 
commerce with our neighbors to the south 
of us. 

The really important point is to what ex- 
tent will we retain that trade after the war 
is over and when Europe begins to rehabili- 
tate herself in respect to world commerce? 

It is the permanent trade that counts, 
the trade that we not only get, bat keep. 
While we are building it we can just as 
well build to retain it. It is simply a ques- 
tion of satisfying the customer in the mat- 
ter of product and business terms. That is 
what Europe did, and if we are to keep any 
considerable proportion of what we get. we 
have got to meet that competition at every 
point.

The general council meets this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock and will act upon several im- 
portant matters, such as the October appor- 
tionment sheet, the settlement of the row 
between the street car company and the city 
over street paving, the adoption of an ordi- 
mance to define the duties of the city elec- 
trician and the electrical. board of control.

With five straight victories to their 
credit, the Tech Yellow Jackets face 
theit most strenuous assignment of 
the season when they line up against 
the University of Alabama at Grant 
Field next. Saturday. 

The Jackets have ‘their work cut 
out for them. The dope all points to 
this. In a sadly disorganized condi- 
tion as the result of injuries and the 
loss of their coach, the Tuscaloosans 
rallied and smeared it on Sewanee Sat- 
urday by a 23 to 10 count, almost as 
big a count as Tech defeated North 
Carolina by. 

In defeating Sewanee, Alabama 
smash all traditions, scoring the 
first win that an Alabama team has 
ever been able to register over a Se- 
Wanee aggregation and breeding con- 
fidence for the game with the Jack- 
ets. 

Tech is anxious to wipe out the 
stain of defeat which Alabama stamp- 
ed on her bannefs last season when 
they rudely upset all the dope and 
tammed the Jackets. 

It All Depends. 

Tech's prospeo-:s are problematical. 
No line can be gained on what hope 
they can entertain until Coach Heis- 
man counts noses at practice this aft- 
ernoon.
